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REMARKS 

Claims 1-24 are pending in this application. By this Amendment, claims 1,13 and 19 
are amended. Claims 20-24 are new. 

Applicants appreciate the courtesy shown to Applicants* representative by legal 
instrument Examiner Denise Hopkins in the April 26^ and 27^^ telephone interviews. 
Applicants separate record of the substance of the interview is incorporated into the following 
remarks. 

During the telephone interviews, Applicants' representative explained to Examiner 
Hopkins that the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment attached to the November 9, 2005 
Office Communication was not received in the offices of the xmdersigned, A search of the 
file jacket, the computerized docket record and the secondary docket records confirm that the 
November 9, 2005 Office Communication was not received (copies attached). Additionally, 
a copy of the file cover confirms the only entry between filing the October 26, 2005 
Amendment with Petition for Extension of Time and this reply to the Notice of Non- 
Compliant Amendment is an Information Disclosure Statement filed January 13, 2006. Any 
received Office Conmiunication would be entered on the file cover, in the computerized 
docketing system and in the secondary docketing system. 

Further, attached is a copy of the cancelled check showing that the Patent Office 
processed check number 172270 for the Petition for Extension of Time filed with the 
Amendment on October 26, 2005. Additionally, the PTO deposit account was charged $200 
code 1202 claims in excess of 20, on November 9, 2005. The charge appears to result fi-om 
the filing of the October 26, 2005 Amendment, in which five new claims were added. 
Accordingly, it is clear that the PTO did in fact accept the Petition for Extension of Time and 
the October 26, 2005 Amendment was timely filed. Thus, the period for extension 
commences fi'om the November 9, 2005 Office Action. 
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During the telephone interview. Examiner Hopkins indicated that she believed this 
case might be abandoned. However, Examiner Hopkins is respectfully reminded that if the 
Non-Compliant Amendment is in reply to a non-final Office Action and since the 
Amendment appears to be abonafide attempt to reply (37 C.F.R. §1.1 35(c)), Applicants are 
given a time period of one month from the mailing of the Notice of Non-Compliant 
Amendment is notice within which to resubmit the corrected section, which complies with 37 
C.F.R. §1.121 in order to avoid abandonment. Extensions of this time period are available 
under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 36(a). As indicated in item 4e of the Notice of Non-CompHant 
Amendment, the Amendment filed October 26, 2005 was not signed. Accordingly, filed 
herewithin is the October 26, 2005 Amendment with signature. Applicants respectfully 
request that the Amendment be entered and considered along with the attached Petition for 
Extension of Time. 

I. Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 1, 3, 6, 13, 15, 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/0164003 to Chang et al. (hereinafter "Chang"). The 
Office Action asserts that Chang discloses an IP telephone apparatus (Figs. 9a & 9b) having a 
telephone calling function and a network calling function. Additionally, the Examiner asserts 
that Chang discloses a calling function detection unit (button 134 is used to toggle between an 
internet-based telephone call and a PSTN network telephone call) (paragraphs 0072, 0073- 
0076). Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection. 

Nothing in Chang teaches that when the personal computer receives the access signal 
from the computer network indicating an incoming call the IP telephone apparatus is notified 
via the personal computer control signal. Instead, Chang discloses a manual system where 
the operator switches between either an analog based signal or an internet based signal. 
Therefore, nothing in Chang either supports, discloses or teaches the present invention. 
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Based on the discussion above, we believe that independent claims 1,13 and 19 and 
dependent claims 3, 6, 15 and 18 are in condition for allowance. We respectfully request the 
Examiner reconsider and withdraw the rejections. 

II. Claim Rejections Under 35 V.S.C. S103 

Claims 6, 9, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent No. 6,404,764 to Jones et al. (hereinafter "Jones") in view of Chang. Dependent 
claims 6, 9 and 18 are dependent in some form on independent claims 1,13 and 19. Based on 
the discussion above, we believe that independent claims 1,13 and 19 are in condition for 
allowance, and therefore dependent claims 6, 9 and 18 are also in condition for allowance. 
We respectfiiUy request that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the rejection. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that this application is in 
condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and prompt allowance are earnestly 
solicited.
